Simon was then 13. Patiently he waited 
another year.

It depends a great 
deal on the atmosphere in the home, and 
on the associations of the children outalde of 
their neighhorhoad, tn the ehyrch or in some 
other :clubs.’’

But s grave in perpetuity on such a site 
is not a commertia! proposition. Perpetual 
rights of ingress arid egress from such a 
grave are not encouraging to the modern 
great industry which walls its plant against 
the public and stations guards at the gate- 
ways, Corresponding lands east of the IIl- 
nols Steel company’s railroad lines were sold 
to the Iroquois Iron| company on the oasis 
of 50 cents a square foot. On this basis the 
grave of old Andreas Zirngibi is worth just 
$16. . What ft might He worth in fina! settle- 
ment with the heirs is problematical. When 
the Canal and Dock company a few years 
‘ago offered to purchase a burial lot in Oak- 
woods, remove the body to it, and enter into 
an agreement to oare for the aii forever, 
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children, is today living in an pu home 
in a suburb. Her children; who as in the 
preceding cases, were left orphans at an 
early age, were distinctly benefited by the 


slum. They learned human nature. They’ 


have seen enough of misery, helplessness, and 
suffering to become keen, shrewd obpervers 
of life and of their fellow men. — 

Coming from healthy and honest parents, 
they somehow learned to look upon the 
drunken, idle men who hang around the 
slum saloons as upon pitiful creatures, de- 
serving compassion rather than inspiring 
emulation The sight of the idle loungers 
made them work harder. Today that wom- 
an’s two sons own a large department store 
and their mother Hves in abundance and 
happiness. | 

Sometimes, for mere curiosity, she visits 
the places where she once lived. But as the 
slum population changes quickly there are 
hardly any who know her, and she returns 
to her home thankful for her salvation.

Fathers Also Are Saved. 

It is not only mothers, however, who are 
lifted from the slums by their children, There 
are many fathers who, after a life of poverty 
and want in tenements, rest their weary limbs 
in a choice residence district, where their 
children, formerly slum urching, now live as 
influential citizens. Thus, if you enter the 
home of one of the prominent Chicago p 
sicians on the south side you will meet an 
old man, neatly dressed, but bearing the 
marks of hard work in his Srmer years. 

In his face you can see the stamp of suffer- 
ing.

Altogether the situation probably is unique 
in the history of American cities. Thirty-six 
dollar@ worth of land has been holding out 
againgt $700,000 worth of real estate that one 
day must be almost nacessary to the develop- 
ment of industrial South Chicago.

. Brilliant Woman His Companion. 

His associate at this time was a woman who (was 
well worthy to share his fortune.

tion of these two brilliant and unscrupulous minds —

Count Savin was born in Russian Poland ih 1858, the

With reckless bravado he paid his addresses to grand 


duchesses and princesses, as well as showered fabulous 
gifts on hosts.of less exalted favorites. Scandals! and 
political intrigues clustered fast around his name and 
it was whispered that the was a marked man on ac- 
count of certain letters found in his posscniing which 
incriminated royal names. 

But the wealth of Rockefeller could not have gup- 
ported sych an expenditure. Three years after he as- 
sumed possession of his patrimony’ he was bankrupt 
and forced to flee the country and abandon his com- 
mission. Paris, the natural Mecca of ruined nobility, 


received him and from his entrancé into the French cap- 


ital dates his marvelous career of adventure, | 

His downfall and disgrace at the Russian court had 
been kept secret by the authorities in an effort to: pre- 
vent a scandal which would have involved the | ‘highest 
names in the land. So in France he was taken at his 
face value as still being a nobleman-of vast | wealth 
and high in favor with re er | 


T ouched English Prince for $2.000. 

With the utmost audacity he established a mag- 
nificent establishment and launched forth in Parisian 
society apparently as gay and debonnaire a spender as 
ever. He obtained practically everything on créedit-.and 
his own name and the names of the people with whom 
he associated: were .more than. sufficient for a-time to 
satisfy the merchants. Such immediate ready cash as 


he required he obtained through gambling and through | 


loans made from his titled friends. He evén  suc- 
ceeded in insinuating himself into the exclusive circle 
which surrounded King Edward, then prince of Wales, 
and bortowed $2,000 from his royal highness, — 

Savin had an appearance and address which seemed 


to gain him an entry and make him friends wherever 


he went. He had a still more extraordinary ‘gift of 


making persons place confidence in him, even against) 


their positive knowledge that he was unworthy of it. 
The most astute diplomatists and statesmen of Europe 
were misied Dy him and he was actually at one'time in 
the pay of four different governments as their secret 
agent. His greatest victim, however, in this connection 
was his own country, which empleyed him to obtain 
sertain valuable military and political information which, 
on account of his position in society, it was believed 
he could readily do. 

The count sent voluminous dispatches to the home 
government filled with various statistics and other in- 
formation of apparently the highest value. These dis- 
patches have been declared since to have been master- 
piecés of fraud. So ingeniously were they manufac- 
tured and so well did known facts harmonize with abso- 


lutely fictitious ones that the czar’s agents were com- | 


pletely misled and large sums were paid to the count 
for bis services. It was not until some years afterward 
that it was discovered almost accidentally that every 
dispatch which he had sent out had been evolyed purely 
out of his. imagination and that while thé Russian 
government was paying money into one hand, the French 
authorities were paying it into the other. The secret 
agent served each equally well and with a AhHospphic 
impartiality.

After his disappeatance from Paris he ‘was lst 
sight of for some time until he suddenly appeared in 
Berlin accompanied by | ythe mysterious Madeline. Noth- 
ing ever has been known and probably nothing ever will 
be known as to the antecedents of this woman over 
whose beauty and wit Europe rayed, She was an aris- 
tocrat in bearing and manner, spoke haif a dozen lan- 
guages with equal fluency and absence of accent, and 
seemed thoroughly fam)}liar with ' the customs and man- 
ners of the society into) which the count introduced her. 

In Berlin the adventurer called himself by the name 
of his divorced wife, De Toulouse Lautrec, and for the 
next few years he lived as a parasite on European so- 
ciety, obtaining funds partly through his skill in gam- 
bling and partly through blackmail.

| Dezzles Bulgaria and lis People. 
dled the money supplied by Don Carlos, Savin and 
his beautiful mistress cut a dashing figure in Sofia. ,The 
rude mountaineers , were dazzled by his magnificénce 
and thé princely manner in which he scattered money 
in his train. They appeared willing to have such a 
gorgeous person as their ruler and in amy event they 
had Httle to say in the matter. The half savage no- 
bility of the little principality were fascinated by . rary 
charms of the fair Madeline and her anomalous posi- 
tion signified nothing to their semi-oriental and easy 
going consciences. 

Everything seemed to be going well for the adven- 
turer when ill luck sent him to Constantinople. It 
was hecessary for the pigns of Stambuloff that the 
sultan should approve his puppet, and there could be 
no more. fitting ambassador. than the count himself. 
So he hastened to the Turkish capital and presented 
himself to the padishah, who completely succumbed to 
the charms of the extraordinary gambler. 

Savin already felt the crown pressing his brow when 
the bolt fell from the blue sky and overwhelmed him 
in ruin. The Russian government never had forgotten 
or forgiven the man who tricked it and who was sus- 
pected of having plotted against the life of ;the czar. 
The count had fancied himself safe in Constantinople, 


for he had renounced his Russian citizenship and had’ ae 


taken out paturalization papers in France. Such trifies, 
however, did not: bother the emissaries of the czar. He 
was kidnaped and smuggled across the border into 
Russia. After a secret trial in St. Petersburg he was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in Siberia and, for a 
time, vanished from sight. 

Madeline, on the news of her lover's capture, fled 
with ali the mioney and valuables which she could 
lay her hands on. For some years she drifted from 
place to place in Europe, the mistress of various profii- 
gate noblemen, but gradually sinking lower and lower 
as her wonderful beauty faded.
